It is not, therefore, the Eclat of the Projeéts fup- 
ported by fuch as call ‘themfelves Patriots, but their 
real Ufe and Benefit, which gives a juft Claim to 
that Title, in the Opinion of underflanding Men ; 
atid therefore vements and Converiiences of this 
Kind are fo far from being unworthy the Care of a 
publick-{pirited Perfom, that they are in Truth the 

proper Objeds of ir, fince their Utility is rea- 
dily difcerned, and confequently cannot fail of being 
univerfally acknowlédged. | 

Ir is impoffible for a Man to pafs through the 
Streets of the City of Wefminfler, cither on Foot or 
in a Codch, without perceiving rhe wretched Con- 
dition of our Pavements, in fpite of all the Laws that 
havé been made to preferve them in good Orders 
and this not in By-ftreets, or unfrequented Places, 
but in the broadeft and moft publick Places of Refort. 
This. is an Evil not more diftafteful or dangerous to 
the Paffernger; than it is fcandalous to the Inhabi- 
tants; and without doubt a little Care pre 
plied, would nor only devife a Remedy, carry 
it alfo into Execution In other Cities, there 
are Magiftrates who, by their Offices, are bound to 

vent fuch Jnconveniences. I remember to have 

eard of a very fingular Charge’given by a Chan- 
cellor of France to a Lieutenant de Police on his en- 
tering into that Office. The Lieutenant had made 
a long Speech, and concluded it with Jargs Pro- 
feffions of his protound Deference for the great Ma- 
iftrate’s Virtues to whom he was fpeaking , and whofe 
nftructions he moft humbly be tr. The Chan- 
cellor with Gravity pronounced thefe shree Words, 
» Light, Cleanline{s, Safety, and then left the Room, 
intimating, that the new Officer would do well to fee 
that the Streets of Paris were kept perfectly clean, 
well lighted, and free from Thieves. Sure Lam our 
Laws require all thefé, and have appointed proper 
Magifivates to faperintend them; and yet from 
Caufes I pretend not to explore. We are im this 
Part of the Town fubje& to great Inconveniences 
in all thefe Articles, not through any Negligence ta 
the AMagiftrates, but fram Want of a proper Degree 
of Refpedt in the People, not only to the Laws, which 
ought to be facred in their Opinion, but to their 
own Interefis. 1 cannot help thinking therefore, that 
if fome of the many publick-fpirired Gentlemen, 
who honour their Country with a deep Attemion 
to all its Concerns, would confider this, as well as 
fome other Subjrfs of the like Nature, the Inbabi- 
tants of this great City would foon find the Etfscts 
ot it, which would naturally lead them to the molt 
grateful Acknowledgments of fuch a Favour towards 
thofe froth whom thev received tr. 

Ir I did not think that I fhould be efteemed 
protix at leaft. if not impertinent, 1 would expatiate 
upon fome other Grievances of te fare Kind, which, 
as they are daily feit, might verv eafy be thoroughly 
underflood, and confequently quickly removed, and 
for the future for ever prevented.
